*  Most  of  the  churches  of  New  England,  for  some  time  after  the  settlement  of 
the  country,  had,  hosides  a  pastor  and  a  teacher,  and  two  or  more  deacons,  a  ruling 
elder,  or  rulini^  ciders,  whose  "business,"  says  tlie  autlior  of  Ratio  Disciplina;,  '<it 
was  to  assist  the  pastor  in  visitin?  tlie  distressed,  instructing  the  ignorant,  rcilucing 
the  erroneous,  comforting  tho  alHicted,  rel)\dving  the  unruly,  discovering  the  state 
of  the  whole  liock,  exercising  the  discijdinc  of  tlie  gospel  upon  offenders,  and  pro- 
moting the  dosirahle  growtli  of  the  church."

Rules  of  the  Old  South  Church  in  Boston  in  relation  to 

the  admission  and  dis/nission  of  Members. 


March  27,  lS2o.  Voted,  That  hereafter  tlie  follow- 
ing shall  be  the  method  of  proceeding  in  relation  to  appli- 
cations for  admission  to  tliis  churcii  on  dismission  and 
recommendation  from  other  churches,  viz:  The  a})plicant3 
shall  be  conversed  with  by  the  pastor  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  whether  they  approve  of  the  covenant,  and 
are  disposed  to  conform  to  tiie  faith  and  government  of 
this  church,  and  their  letters  of  dismission  and  recom- 
mendation shall  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  com- 
mittee already  appointed  for  that  purpose,  agreeably  to  a 
vote  of  this  church  passed  Jan.  1,  181G.  If  the  pastor 
and  the  committee  are  satisfied  with  the  results  of  their 
examinations,  the  names  of  the  applicants  shall  be  men- 
tioned, as  applying  for  admission  to  this  church  on  dis- 
mission and  recommendation  from  other  churches,  at  the 
same  times  at  which  i)ersons  applying  for  admission  on 
profession  are  propounded.  At  the  ex[)iration  of  a  fort- 
night from  the  time  of  their  a{)plication  being  thus  men- 
tioned before  the  congregation,  if  no  objection  to  their 
admission  has,  in  the  mean  time,  been  stated  to  the  pastor, 
their  testimonials  sliall  be  read  to  the  churcli  and  the  vote 
taken  upon  their  application,  immediately  before  the  usual 
proceedings  in  relation  to  the  admission  of  those  who  are 
to  be  received  on  i)rofession. 

Voted,  That  in  conformity  with  the  spirit  of  a  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  this  church  Jan.  1,  ISK), — it  be  a  stand- 
ing rule  of  this  church,  tliat  members,  who  shall  absent 
themselves  from  the  communion  of  this  church  and  asso- 
ciate in  attendance  on  divine  ordinances  with  other 
churches,  be  ex|)ected  to  apj)ly  for  a  dismission  from  this 
church  in  order  to  their  regular  admission  to  the  churches 
with  which  they  statedly  worship  and  commune,  ivithin 
two  years  from  the  time  of  their  thus  ceasing  regularly  to 
commune  with  this  church,  or  sooner  if  convenient;  and 
*1 
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that  when  members  of  this  church  so  worshipphig  and 
communing  statedly  with  other  churclies,  shall  not  apply 
for  a  dismission  till  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from 
the  time  of  their  ceasing  regularly  to  attend  on  Christian 
ordinances  with  this  church,  they  be  required  to  accom- 
pany their  application  for  a  dismission  and  recommenda- 
tion with  a  certificate,  from  the  pastor,  and  when  there  is 
no  pastor,  from  one  of  the  other  olllcers  of  the  church  with 
which  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  communing  and  to 
which  they  wish  to  be  recommended,  testifying  to  their 
correct  deportment  since  they  have  worshipped  and  com- 
muned with  said  church. 

Voted,  That  members  of  other  churches  wlio  shall 
statedly  attend  worship  and  communion  with  this  church, 
be  expected  and  desired  to  obtain  a  dismission  and  recom- 
mendation from  the  churches  of  which  they  are  members 
to  this  church,  ivithin  ttPo  years,  or  sooner  if  convenient, 
from  the  time  of  beginning  thus  regularly  to  attend  Chris- 
tian ordinances  with  this  church. 

IVlAucn  1,  1827.  Voted,  That  the  names  of  persons 
whom  the  pastor  intends,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  pro- 
pounded to  the  church,  be  mentioned  to  the  brethren  and 
sisters  of  the  church  at  a  meeting  at  least  a  fortnight  be- 
fore the  time  of  their  being  publicly  propounded  from  the 
pulpit  on  the  Sabbath.

The  Confession  of  Faith  of  the  Old  South  Church  iy 
that  '^owned  and  consented  unto  by  the  Elders  and  Mes- 
sengers of  the  Churches  assembled  at  Boston,  May  12, 
1680,''  of  which  all  its  pastors,  since  that  time,  have  been 
required  to  signify  their  approbation,  previously  to  their 
admission  to  the  church  in  preparation  for  their  ordina- 
tion or  installation;  and  a  profession  of  belief  in  the  fun- 
damental doctrines  of  which,  is  received  from  candidates, 
and  announced  to  the  brethren,  by  the  pastor,  previous  to 
admission  to  membeiship. 

The  following  form  of  Covenant  was  adopted  Nov.  3, 
17G9,  and  is  the  present  Covenant  of  this  church. 

You  DO  NOW,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and 
before  his  holy  angels,  and  this  assembly,  sol- 
emnly profess  to  give  up  yourself,  to  God  the 
Father,  as  your  chief  good,— to  the  Son  of 
God,  as  your  Mediator,  Head  and  Lord,  rely- 
ing upon  Him  as  the  Prophet,  Priest  and  King 
of  your  salvation, — to  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God,  as  your  Sanctifier,  Guide  and  Comforter, 
to  be  a  temple  for  Him  to  dwell  in. — You  pro- 
fess to  give  up  yourself  to  this  one  God,  wlio 
is  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  in  an 

EVERLASTING  COVENANT,   TO  LOVE,    OBEY  AND 

SERVE  Him  forever. 
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You  also  promise  to  walk  with  this  Church 
of  Christ,  in  a  due  submission  to,  and  attend- 
ance upon,  all  the  orders  and  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel;  and  that,  by  the  help  of  the  Spirit, 
jou  will  adorn  this  your  ^profession,  by  a  holy, 
blameless,  fruitful  life  and  conversation. 

This  you  do  promise? 

We  also  do,  by  the  help  of  the  same  Spirit, 
promise  you,  that  we  will  carry  it  towards  you, 
as  towards  those  brought  up  w  itii  us  in  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  saints.  AVe  will  watch  over 
you,  not  for  your  halting,  but  for  your  edifica- 
tion. We  will  counsel,  reprove,  comfort,  and 
exhort  you,  as  your  circumstances,  and  our  ac- 
quaintance thercnvith,  shall  require. 

This  sacred  covenant  has  been  deliberately  entered 
into,  and  its  high  obligations  voluntarily  assumed,  by 
every  member  of  this  church.  Those  obligations  are 
now,  and  will  be  until  death,  upon  every  one  who  has 
assumed  them;  for  he  that  "opcneth  his  mouth  unto  the 
Lord,  cannot  go  back."  See  Judg.  xi,  85.  Luke  ix,  G2. 
Heb.  X,  38,  39.  2  Pet.  ii,  20,  2L  This  holy  covenant 
has  been  renewed  by  every  member  of  this  church,  every 
time  he  has  partaken  of  the  Lord's  Supper;  for  every  par- 
ticipation of  that  ordinance,  is  a  renewed  ratification  of 
the  covenant  between  tlie  professed  believer  and  Christ, 
of  which  tlic  Savior  has  declared  that  sacrament  to  be  a 
seal,  Luke  xxii,  20;  and  a  renewal  of  the  ratification  of  a 
covenant,  of  course,  imi)lics  a  renewal  of  the  covenant 
itself 

To  assist  the  members  of  this  church,  in  keeping  in 
mind  their  covenant  engagements,  the  following  hints  were, 
in  conformity  with  a  vote  of  the  brethren,  prc^pared  in  182G, 
by  the  then  pastor.  Rev.  B.  B.  Wisner,  to  be  printed  with 
the  covenant. 
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1.  Give  a  diligent  and  devout  attention  to  the  Covenant, 
whenever  it  is  publicly  ])ro})osed  to  candidates  for  admis- 
sion to  the  church,  recollecting  as  each  article  is  repeated, 
that  you  have  solemnly  entered  into  that  engagement. 

2.  Attend  regularly,  exce[)t  when  y/crr5\sY/;-//y  prevented, 
upon  the  holy  communion.  Examine  yourself  carefully, 
in  your  private  preparation  for  this  service,  in  relation  to 
each  article  of  the  Covenant,  humbly  confessing  to  God 
the  dehciencies  you  discover,  and  sui)])licating  forgiveness 
through  the  blood  of  Christ;  and  then,  in  your  closet,  sol- 
emnly renew  your  engagements  with  God  as  expressed  in 
the  Covenant,  earnestly  praying  for  grace  to  keep  it  more 
faithfully  in  future.  Let  a  part  of  tlie  evening  preceding 
each  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  if  possible,  be 
occupied  in  this  manner.  And  when  you  come  to  the 
communion,  recollect,  among  other  things,  that  you  are 
renewing  the  ratihcation  of  your  covenant  with  God  and 
with  your  brethren. 

3.  Regard  the  holy  Scriptures,  in  your  daily  reading  of 
them  as  *^the  book  of  the  covenant"  which  you  have  made 
with  the  ]Most  High — exhibiting  the  duties,  to  God  and 
man,  which  you  have  engaged  to  perform,  and  the  bless- 
ings you  may  expect  to  receive  from  God,  if  you  are  faith- 
fhl  to  your  engagements.    See  Exod.  xxiv,  7. 

4.  Often  reilect,  and  strive  to  have  it  deeply  impressed 
on  your  mind,  that  you  have  taken  God,  angels  and  men, 
to  witness  that  you  have  '^given  yourself  up  to  Jehovah  in 
an  everlasting  covenant,  to  love,  obey  and  serve  him  for- 
ever;" that  God,  and  angels,  and  men,  are  observing  how 
you  fulhl  these  engagements;  that  religion  will  be  hon- 
ored or  dishonored,  and  the  salvation  of  those  around  you, 
yet  in  impenitence,  promoted  or  hindered,  by  your  faith- 
fulness or  unfaithfulness  to  your  vows;  and  that  the  Cove- 
nant you  have  taken,  and  so  often  virtually  renewed,  will 
be  one  of  the  tests  to  be  applied  to  your  character  in  the 
day  of  judgment. 

5.  Endeavor,  as  far  as  paramount  duties  will  permit,  to 
cultivate  a  Christian  acquaintance  with  your  brethren. 
And  when  in  their  company,  converse  frequently  upon  the 
things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God;  and  particularly 
of  your  duties  and  obligations  as  the  covenant  people  of 
God.    See  Mai.  iii,  16.    Heb.  x,  24.  and  iii,  13.  ^'This

practice/'  says  one,  ''would  be  of  eminent  service  to  help 
the  memory,  in  regard  to  our  covenant  obligations,  as  also 
to  quicken  unto  obedience.  Tims,  for  instance,  when  a 
brother  is  observed  to  be  going  into  temptation,  or  in  pres- 
ent danger  of  falling  into  some  transgression,  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  these  words,  spoken  in  a  suitable  manner, 
in  his  hearing,  REMEMBER  YOUR  COVENANT, 
would  prevent  his  fall;  or,  if  he  has  already  fallen,  it  may 
be  those  words  would  be  the  means  of  recovering  him 
out  of  the  snare  of  the  devil,  and  of  bringing  him  unto 
unfeigned  repentance." 

G.  While  you  expect  justification  and  all  the  blessmgs 
of  salvation,  solely  on  account  of  the  righteousness  of 
Christ,  and  trui^t  in  Ilim  alone  for  grace  to  fulfil  your  cov- 
enant engagements,  endeavor  habitually  and  practically  to 
remember  that  his  obedience  unto  death  has  not  released 
believers  from  their  obligations  to  personal  holiness;  that 
it  has  not  diminished,  but  greatly  increased  those  obliga- 
tions. See  Isa.  Ixiv,  G.  Rom.  iii,  20.  Phil,  iii,  8,  9.  Rom. 
vi.  2  Cor.  V,  14,  15. 

7.  In  your  daily  secret  prayers,  entreat  your  covenant- 
keeping  God  to  fulfil  to  you  that  gracious  promise  recorded 
in  Jer.  xxxi,  3<],  putting  his  law,  tlie  rule  of  the  Covenant, 
in  your  inward  parts,  and  writing  it  in  your  hearts, — '^that 
He  would  make  it  ready  and  familiar  to  you,  at  hand  when 
you  have  occasion  to  use  it,  as  that  which  is  written  in  the 
heart;  that  he  would  work  in  you  a  strong  disposition  to 
obedience,  and  an  exact  conformity  of  thought  and  affec- 
tion to  the  rules  of  the  divine  law,  as  that  of  the  copy  to 
the  original."

AN  ACT  TO  INCOEPORATE  THE  OLD  SOUTH 
CHUECH   IN  BOSTON. 

%i  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repi^esentatives^ 
in  General  Court  asse7nhhd^  and  by  the  avthoriiy  of  the  same^ 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  Samuel  T.  Armstrong,  Pliny  Cutler,  Charles 
':■  Stoddard,  and  others,  Proprietors  of  Pews  in  the  Old  South 
Meeting  House  in  Boston,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby 
y'  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name  of  "The  Old  South 
CnuKCH  IN  Boston,"  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges, 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities,  and  restrictions 
contained  in  the  twentieth  and  forty-fourth  chapters  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  as  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  this 
Corporation. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Corporation  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  the  successors  of  said  proprietors,  and  are  hereby  author- 
ised to  take  and  hold  to  the  use  of  said  Corporation  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  in  fee  simple,  all  and  singular  that 
parcel  of  real  estate  situate  on  Milk,  Washington,  and  Spring 
streets,  in  said  Boston,  now  known  as  the  estate  belonging  to 


the  Old  South  Church  and  Society,  whereon  the  Meeting 
House  and  other  Buildings  stand,  for  the  support  of  public 
worship,  for  parochial  and  charitable  purposes  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  for  paying  the  debts  of  said  Corporation; 
and  all  contracts  and  liabiHties  made  and  incurred  by  said 
proprietors,  or  for  which  they  are  in  any  manner  liable,  shall 
be  binding  upon  said  Corporation  and  be  kept  and  per- 
formed by  it. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Corporation  is  hereby  authorised  and  em- 
powered to  demise  and  lease  all  or  any^  of  said  real  estate, 
excepting  the  Meeting  House  and  land  under  the  same,  in 
such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
seem  needful  or  expedient. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
time  when  it  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  proprietors  at 
any  meeting  legally  called  and  held  for  that  purpose.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  stated  meeting 
of  this  Corporation  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
April,  annually,  at  such  time  of  that  day  and 
at  such  place  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint.  At  such  meeting  shall  be  elected,  by 
ballot,  from  the  proprietors,  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  a  Standing  Committee  of  nine 
persons. 

Article  II.  No  person  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  be  Treasurer  and  Clerk ;  nor  shall  the 
Treasurer  or  Clerk  be  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

Article  III.  The  Clerk,  or,  in  his  absence, 
one  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  until  a  Mode- 
rator shall  be  elected.  And,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Clerk,  a  Clerk  may  then  be  chosen,  either 
pro  tempore,  or  to  fill  the  vacancy,  as  the  case 
may  require. 
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Article  IV.  All  meetings  o  this  Corpora- 
tion shall  be  called  by  a  written  or  printed 
notice,  signed  by  the  Clerk,  or  any  one  of  the 
Standing  Committee  ;  and,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting,  such 
notice  shall  be  aiiixed  to  the  doors  of  the  Meet- 
ing House,  or  published  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  the  city  of  Boston.  Special  meet- 
ings of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  in  like 
manner,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  vote  the  same  to  be  expedient, 
and  also  whenever  any  ten  or  more  proprietors 
of  pews  in  the  Meeting  House  shall,  in  writing, 
require  the  Clerk,  or,  in  his -absence,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  call  such 
meeting.  Every  such  notice  shall  declare  the 
objects  of  the  meeting. 

Article  V.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Corpo- 
ration, every  owner  of  one  pew  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  one  vote,  whatever  number  of  pews 
he  may  own,  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  by  proxy. 

Article  VI.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Corpo- 
'"'tion,  fifteen  proprietors  of  pews  in  the  Meet- 


ing  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum  ;  and 
when  less  than  that  number  shall  be  present 
at  any  such  meeting,  the  same  shall  be  ad- 
journed to  such  time  and  place  as  a  majority 
of  those  present  shall  determine. 

AuTiCLE  VII.  The  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  every  officer,  elected  or 
appointed  by  the  Corporation,  or  by  that  Com- 
mittee, shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
one  year  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  in  their  places ;  excepting  in  cases 
of  death,  resignation,  or  removal  ;  and  except- 
ing that  every  officer  elected  by  the  Corpora- 
tion shall  cease  to  retain  any  office  therein, 
when  he  ceases  to  own  a  pew  in  said  Meeting 
House,  A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
occurring  in  said  Committee,  all  the  powers 
conferred  on  the  whole  Committee  shall  be 
held  and  exercised  by  the  remaining  members 
thereof,  or  by  a  majority  of  themAxtvi^-«-*^^-<-<^ 

Article  VIII.  The  several  members  of  the 
Standing    Committee    shall    be  sworn   to  the 
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faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  hy  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  immediately  after  their  election, 
and  their  oath  with  their  signatures  thereto, 
and  that  of  the  magistrate,  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  Records  of  the  Corporation.  The  said 
Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  secular 
and  prudential  concerns  of  the  Corporation ; 
may  establish  rules,  consistent  with  the  By- 
Laws,  for  the  regulation  of  their  own  proceed- 
ings ;  shall,  whenever  necessary,  assess  the 
taxes  to  be  paid  by  the  proprietors  ;  may  de- 
mise and  lease,  for  such  terms  of  time,  on 
such  rents,  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  any  and  all  Real 
Estate  owned  by  said  Corporation,  excepting 
the  Meeting  House,  and  cause  suitable  leases 
thereof  to  be  made  and  executed  ;  may  grant 
the  use  of  the  Meeting  House  for  such  meetings 
as  they  may  approve  ;  shall  cause  the  buildings 
of  the  Corporation  to  be  kept  in  suitable  repair, 
altering  and  rebuilding  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  as  they  may  deem  proper  ;  and  cause 
such  insurance  thereof  to  be  made,  as  they  may 
judge  needful ;  shall  employ  a  Sexton,  Organist, 
and  such  other  ofhcers  as,  in  their  opinion, 
may  be  needed,  —  establish  their  compensation, 
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and  remove  any  or  either  of  them  at  pleasure, 
provided  that  no  expenditure  for  any  one  object 
or  purpose,  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars, 
and  no  grant  or  donation,  except  compensation 
to  corporate  officers,  shall  be  made,  without 
the  approval  of  the  proprietors.  All  orders 
and  accounts,  approved  by  said  Committee, 
shall  be  certified  by  its  Chairman ;  and  the 
Committee  shall  make  a  report  of  its  doing  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  and 
at  any  other  meetings  when  directed  so  to  do 
by  vote  of  the  Proprietors. 

Article  IX.  The  ClA'k  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  by  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  immediately  after  his  election, 
and  his  oath  shall  be  recorded,  with  his  own 
signature  thereto,  and  that  of  the  magistrate, 
in  the  Records  of  the  Corporation.  The  Clerk 
shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation, 
and  of  the  Standing  Committee  ;  he  shall  attend 
the  meetings  of  each,  and  keep  separate  records 
of  their  transactions,  which  shall  always  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  every  Proprietor. 
He  shall  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  to 
office.    Whenever  the  office  of  Clerk  shall  be 


vacantia  Clerk  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  he  shall  be  sworn 
to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall 
do  all  things  required  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Cor- 
poration. 

Article  X.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  sworn 
to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  immedi- 
ately after  his  election,  and  a  record  thereof 
shall  be  made  and  signeJ  in  like  manner  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Clerk.  The  Treasurer  shall 
also  give  such  bond  as  the  Standing  Committee 
may  require,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties.  lie  shall  keejT  just  and  accurate  books, 
showing  the  accounts  of  the  Corporation,  and 
its  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  books 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  every 
proprietor.  He  shall  collect  and  receive  all 
taxes,  rents,  income,  and  debts  due  and  payable 
to  the  Corporation  ;  he  shall  pay  the  salary  of 
the  minister  or  ministers,  and  all  accounts  and 
demands  against  the  Corporation  when  ap- 
proved by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  also 
all  drafts  on  him  drawn  or  authorized  by  that 
Committee  ;  he  shall  pay  annually  to  the 
Deacons,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
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six  hundred  dollars.  All  deeds  of  pews  sold 
by  the  Corporation  or  by  any  proprietor,  and 
all  leases  of  any  of  the  Real  Estate  of  the  Cor- 
poration, shall  be  made  in  its  name,  sealed  with 
its  seal,  and  executed,  and  (when  necessary) 
acknowledged  by  the  Treasurer  in  its  behalf, 
and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk.  The  leases 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  direct,  and  the  deeds  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Treasurer  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose.  The  Treasurer  shall  not 
make  a  deed  or  transfer  of  any  pew  without 
the  previous  direction  of  the  Stancling  Com- 
mittee so  to  do.  Whenever  any  pew  shall  be 
advertised  for  sale  for  non-payment  of  taxes, 
the  Treasurer  shall  advertise  the  same,  —  and 
shall  charge  for  so  doing  twenty-five  cents  ;  if 
sold,  he  shall  attend  the  sale  thereof,  and  shall 
charge  a  commission  of  two  and  a  half  per  cent, 
on  the  proceeds  of  sale,  and  such  lees  and 
commissions  shall  be  accounted  for  by  him  as 
moneys  of  the  Corporation.  The  Treasurer 
shall  exhibit  to  the  Standing  Committee  when- 
ever thereto  required,  full  statements  of  the 
financial  concerns  of  the  Corporation,  and,  when 
requested,  shall  attend   the  meetings  of  that 
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Committee.  He  shall  make  and  exhibit  a 
complete  settlement  of  his  books  and  accounts 
annually,  and  as  much  oftener  as  required  by 
any  vote  of  the  Corporation  or  Standing  Com- 
mittee. All  his  accounts  shall  be  audited  by 
the  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  render  an 
account  of  his  doings  to  the  Corporation 
annually.  . 

Akticle  XI.  No  deed  shall  be  issued  for 
any  pew  sold  by  one  person  to  another,  until 
all  taxes  that  may  be  due  thereon,  have  been 
paid  ;  and  the  owners  of  pews  shall  be  holden 
for  all  taxes  assessed  on  such  pews.  All 
deeds  of  pews  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 

To  all  people  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come, 
Know  ye,  that  the  Old  South  Society  in  Boston,*'  a 
Corporation  established  by  law,  in  consideration  of  the 

sum  of  •  dollars,  paid  to  said  Corporation,  by  A 

13,  of  ,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowl- 
edged, doth  hereby  assign  to  the  said  A  B  the  Pew 
numbered  —  in  the  Meeting  House  situated  at  the 
corner  of  Washington  and  ^lilk  streets,  in  the  city  of 
Boston.  To  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  the  same,  to  him 
and  his  legal  representatives,  upon  the  conditions  fol- 
lowing, viz.  That  he  and  they  shall  well  and  truly  pay 
or  cause  to  be  paid,  to  the  said  Corporation,  so  long 
as  he  or  they  shall  hold  the  said  Pew,  the  sum  of  
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dollars  —  cents,  quarter  yearly,  and  whatever  other 
sums  shall  be  assessed  on  the  said  Pew,  for  the  support 
of  Public  Worship  in  the  said  House ;  and  towards 
such  charges  and  expenses  as  from  time  to  time  may  be 
voted  to  be  defrayed.  But  if  the  said  A  B,  or  his 
legal  representatives,  shall  neglect,  during  twelve 
months,  to  pay  the  sums  and  assessments  aforesaid,  to 
the  said  Corporation  or  its  Treasurer,  the  said  Pew  shall 
be  forfeited  to  said  Corporation,  and  be  sold  pursuant 
to  the  By-Laws  thereof.  And  upon  the  further  con- 
dition, that  if  the  said  A  B  or  his  legal  representatives, 
shall  leave  the  said  Meeting-house,  he  shall  first  offer 
the  said  Pew  to  the  Treasurer,  for  the  time  being,  of 

said   Corporation,   for  the  aforesaid   sum  of   

dollars,  and  if  he  shall,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days, 
refuse  to  pay  the  same,  after  deducting  all  arrears 
that  shall  then  be  due,  it  shall  then  be  la^vful  for 
the  said  A  B,  or  his  legal  representatives,  after  paying 
such  arrears,  to  sell  the  said  Pew  to  any  one  Person, 
and  to  one  Person  only,  upon  the  same  conditions  as 
are  contained  in  this  Instrument,  and  upon  no  other. 
But  if  the  said  A  B  or  his  legal  representatives, 
upon  his  or  their  leaving  the  said  IMeeting  House,  shall 
neglect  to  offer  the  said  Pew  as  aforesaid,  then  he  or 
they  shall  forfeit  the  same  to  the  said  Corporation. 
And  the  said  A  B,  and  his  legal  representatives, 
shall  aimex  his  or  their  name  or  names  with  the 
number  of  the  Pew  to  the  money  fi-om  time  to  time 
put  into  the  Contribution  Box,  that  the  same  may  be 
duly  credited.     In  Witness   Avhereof,  the  said  Cor- 


poration  hath  caused  these  Presents  to  be  signed  by

♦  I,  the  above  named  A  B,  do  hereby  freely  acknowl- 
edge, that  I  receive  the  above-mentioned  pew  and 
the  conveyance  thereof  upon  the  conditions  aforesaid, 
and  if  I,  or  my  legal  representatives,  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  keep  or  perform  all,  any,  or  either  of  them, 
the  said  Pew  shall  be  forfeited  to  said  Corporation,  as 
above  expressed.  In  Witness  whereof  I  have  here- 
unto set  my  hand,  the  day  and  year  above-mentioned. 

Abticle  XII.  No  alteration  of  any  Pew 
shall  be  made  without  the  permission  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Article  XIII.  This  Corporation  shall  have 
a  common  seal,  to  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer, 
bearing  the  words  and  Figures,  Old  South 
Society  in  Boston.     Inc.  March,  1845." 

Article  XIV.  The  Taxes  on  each  Pew 
shall  be  paid  in  quarter-yearly  payments  ;  and 
if  not  paid  with  interest  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  quarter,  all  the  estate  and  interest  of 
the  delinquent  proprietor  of  any  such  pew, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  this  Corporation,  and  be 
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sold  by  the  Treasurer  by  public  auction,  after 
he  shall  have  been  directed  by  the  Standing 
Committee  so  to  do,  and  shall  have  given  the 
notice  described  in  the  thirty-third  section 
of  the  twentieth  chapter  of  the  Revised 
Statutes.  He  shall  deduct  from  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale,  the  amount  due  to  this  Corpora- 
tion, and  all  incidental  charges  and  expenses, 
and  shall  pay  the  surplus  (if  any)  to  the 
delinquent  proprietor  or  his  legal  represen- 
tatives on  demand.  But  if  such  proprietor 
shall,  before  the  day  of  sale,  pay  all  such  taxes, 
and  interest  thereon  from  the  time  of  the 
assessment  thereof,  and  all  incidental  charges 
and  expenses,  such  sale  shall  not  be  made,  nor 
the  rights  of  such  proprietor  be  affected  by 
such  forfeiture. 

Article  XV.  The  Sexton  shall  deliver  all 
notices  for  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee ; 
shall  open  the  IMeeting  House  at  the  usual  time 
for  Divine  Worship,  and  also  the  Meeting  House 
and  Chapel  whenever  directed  by  the  Standing 
Committee  ;  he  shall  keep  the  same  and  the 
sidewalks  in  front  thereof  in  good  order  ;  he 
shall    perform  all   the  duties  appertaining  to 
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his  office,  and  shall  obey  all  orders  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Article  XVI.  The  Church  shall  have  the 
precedence  in  the  election  of  any  minister  or 
ministers  of  the  Gospel ;  and  their  election,  if 
concurred  in  by  this  Corporation,  shall  be 
complete  and  valid. 

Article  XVIT.  No  alteration  or  amendment 
shall  be  made  in  this  Code  of  By-Laws,  ex- 
cepting at  some  annual  or  special  meeting  of 
the  Corporation,  the  notice  for  which  shall 
express  the  intention  to  amend  or  alter  the 
same ;  nor  without  the  assent  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  legal  voters  present  at  such 
meeting. 
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
